DEWEY'S GREAT VICTORY.

LONDON, May 2.—The details of the battle of Manila 


have been received at the British Colonial office. 
They 


came in two cable messages, received ' yesterday evening, 
the substance of which has been furnished to .the .Asso- 
ciated Press by the officials of the Colonial office today. 


The first cable dispatch announces that the American 


fleet entered Manila harbor at day break, yesterday, sta- 
tioning itself opposite the city. A fo'rt opened fire 011 the 
American ships, whereupon they shifted their position 
to one near Cavite, in Manila bay, engaging in a fierce 
fight against both the forts and the Spanish fleet. 


The engagement here lasted two hours and resulted in 


the annihilation of the Spanish fleet. This dispatch adds 
that the American ships withdrew to their magazine ves- 
sel, in the center of the roadstead, for the purpose of coal- 
ing one American vessel, the name of. which is not 
mentioned, is believed to have been disabled. 


Commodore Dewey requested the British Consul, E. H. 


Rawson-Walker, to convey a message to the Spanish Gov- 


. ernor General, demanding the surrender of all the torpe- 
does and guns in Manila, and the possession of cable 
offices, saying that unless these terms were complied with 
he would proceed to bombard the city. 


The first of the cable messages ends with the state- 


ment that Spanish officials were communicating with the 
British consul and the telegraph company agent, and that 
pending a decision being arrived at, the cables were not 
permitted to handle messages. 


The second cable dispatch received by the Colonial 


office announced that the Spanish Governor General had 
refused to surrender the torpedoes, guns and cable offices, 
and that he had prevented the telegraph company from 
conferring with Commodore Dewey. 


The message ends with the statement thaD the British 


Governor at Straits Settlement expected that the bombard- 
ment of Manila would begin on Monday morning, when 
the Spaniards would cut the cable. 


The first of these cable messages was received at 9 


o'clock yesterday evening, and the second was received at 
midnight. They have not yet been given to the news- 
papers here. 


No other message on the subject have been received in 


London, although the foreign office expects news from the 
British consul at Manila, therefore it is sudposed that the 
expectation of the Governor of the Straits Settlement 
has been fulfilled and that Spaniards have cut the cable. 


The officials here gather from the fact that Commo- 


dore Dewey's demands at Manila are limited to the guns, 
torpedoes and cable, that he does not consider he has a 
force sufficient to land and occupy the town. 


The British consul at Manila, E. H. Rawson-Walker, 


ha.s conferred with Commodore Dewey. The object of 
their conference is not known. 


Further advices from Manila to the Liberal say the

"Whether the foa be subtle, 
like lurking: disease or an ambush of 
clumps of blooming trees, or arrayed 
in solid battalions on the open field, 
the game of war is one of fascination 
and horror. 


"But warfare of the right sort has its 


brighter aspects. 
Certainly to 'fight 


.without a moral aim or purpose makes 
a field of carnage the most revolting 
scene on earth. Only when righteous- 
ness stands forth a victor is applause 
of any value. 
The triumph 
of just 


principles lifts the ghastliest pile of 
heroes slain Into a glorious spectacle of 
honor and renown. In the light of self- 
sacrificing love, the terrors of siege and 
Invasion grow beautiful. 
"When sol- 


filers rush into conflict under the spur 
of some blind passion, death is like the 
end of a poor maniac, but when drums 
beat and arms clash, armies march and 
banners wave In the name of human- 
ity and'freedom, death becomes a rap- 
ture_and glory, a herald of liberty and 
a monument of noble patriotism.

rates very materially from Oregon, mak-. 
ing a rate from any point on their line in 
that State to San Jose of $5 a ton in car- 
.oad lots, effective last Monday. 
The 


rate of $10 a ton from the Missouri river 
and points west in the States of Kansas 
and Nebraska seems to offer a fair solu- 
tion of the problem, as in those States 
there is plenty of timothy and upland 
prairie hay to be had at fair prices, and 
several 
carloads have 
'boon ordered. 


There is but ono drawback to the propo- 
sition of ordering the Kansas and .Ne- 
braska hay. and it is the only one which 
deters dealers from placing large orders 
there while they can get it at a reason- 
able price, and that is the ignorance of 
California people generally with the nual 
itles of wild or even timothy hay. Par- 
ties who are familiar with these varie 
ties have no hesitancy In saying that it 
will not be necessary to starve California 
stock into eating them, and predict that 
in thirty days more hay of the greenish 
cast, peculiar to timothy and upland hay 
will be seen for sale In the retail places 
than of the ordinary yellow grain hay. 


In a discussion at the Fruit Growers 


Convention in Los Angeles about fruit 
for canneries, the point was brought ou 
that peaches and aprlcoto grown in the 
upper part of the State sell at much bet- 
ter prices than that of growers in South 
ern California. The reason given for this 
was that the growers in Northern Cali- 
fornia grew fruit which IB much better 
suited the canners' needs. 
Frank Collins, the agent of the Bar 


Fruit Company, was In town last week or 
business connected with his company. 


Very little rhubarb is being sent to tlv 


San Francisco market, as the price is toe 
low.Some cherries are reported to be drop 
ping In the vicinity of San Lorenzo, bu 
those in this section look well. 


Whether there will be moisture enough 


in the ground to mature the large crop 
in some orchards is a problem that is In 
teresting the growers. 


There has been marked improvement in 


the demand for California dried fruits 
within the past few days. Orders, how 
ever, have been chiefly for small lots 
needed for Immediate consumption. 


Apricot thinning still continues, and 


growers who are fortunate enough to 
have a crop hope to get fancy prices 
Already there is talk of $50 per ton, bu 
there have been no sales made at that 
price.

country Into a situation likely to be 
regretted In the future. 
However, the 


war had come and now it was a duty 
to see that the way in which It is waged 
shall be as humans aa It Is courageous, 
and the Red Cross movement should 
enjoy the Godspeed of all kind hearts. 


Chaplain Wallace, formerly of the 


United States navy, dm not agree with 
Dr. McLean, but believed that this was 
one of the noblest wars ever waged. 


Mr. Wallace eulogized President Mc- 


Kinley and re-ad a newspaper report to 
show that the .President has not the 
slightest doubt of tho justice of the 
cause. He also read some remarks by 
•lienry Ward Beecher concerning the 
former war in Cuba. 


Rev, Theodore C. Williams of tha 


Unitarian Church was the next speak- 
er. He Bald the war had come and It 
•u-as the duty of all Americans to stand 
by the country and see It through Its 
trials and dangers. He eulogized thr 
Tied Cross organization, whose minis- 
trations are not restricted to one party. 
4<fo wounded man is an enemy and the 
eick or dying Spaniard called for the 
same tender treatment as if he were 
an American. 
Babbi Friedlander said he believed In 


the Justice of the American cause and 
the duty of standing by the flag and 
in aiding the humane work ol the Bed 
Cross Society. 


Col. John P. Irish's speech was rather 


pessimistic. He did not look for an 
easy victory or an early conclusion of 
the war; he could not help, but think 
it would go on for many months, per- 
haps for years, and other countries of 
Europe would be drawn into it. for-they 
are all menaced by the nature of the 
demand we have made. 


Rev. John E. Bushnell of the English 


Lutheran Church made a. short speech 
in which he avoided controverted ques- 
tions and eulogized the work of the 
Red Cross Society. He waa applauded 
cordially. 


The Rev. Dr. Dille favored the war 


and lauded the efforts of the Red Cross 
Society. 


Rev. C. H. Hobart spoke briefly, full., 


approving the war as one of justice arid 
humanity, which had not been com- 
menced until every peaceful recourse 
had been exhausted. Like all the other 
speakers, he applauded the work of the 
Red Gross. 


Rev. C. R. Brown, before Introducing 


the last speaker, said It might seem 
strange he shouldn't-be called on to 
preside at such a meeting, 
since 
It 


•was TveJl knowrj he'had been opposed 
to a declaration of war. He had pray- 
ed both In the church and at his family 
altar for the preservation ot peace, and 
he believed that all had not been done 
that could have, been, to avert the war 
and obtain a correction of wrongs by 
peaceable means. 
Nevertheless, the 


speaker believed .In., the motto, "Our 
country, right or wrrongr." Mr. Brown 
then' spoke ol the Red Cross society as 
Judged by his observations in Turkey 


X and Greece during the late war.
